The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  calculated  with  rather  small 
numbers  and  a  considerable  variation  in  tho  figure  is  ’liable  te 
occur.  The  rate  for  the  past  two  years,  nevertheless,  has  been 
disappointing.  Nine  of  the  deaths  v/ere  from  avoidable  causes 
in  1946, 

Pour  Infant  deaths  were  due  to  broncho-pneumonia,  tv/o  to 
convulsions, eight  to  prematurity  and  birth  deformities,  one  whooping 
cough,  one  tuberculous  meningitis,  ene  meningitis  caused  by  otitis  media 
and  one  to  sinus  thrombosis. 

Thirteen  ef  the  eighteen  deaths  occurred  in  Dinnington  parish.

The  system  of  classification  has  tended  to  increase  the  number 
of  deaths  attributed  to  heart  disease.  The  increase  in  the  numbers 
caused  by  cancer-  was  partly  due  to  better  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
partly  due  to  the  ageing  of  the  popula-tion. 

Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  causes  varied 
according  to  the  prevalence  of  epidemics  of  influenza  and  colds, 
and  v;ere  greatly  -  influenced  by  severe  weather  in  January  and  February.

Whooping  cough  was  particularly  prevalent  from  March  to  July, 

There  were  no  cases  of  measles  in  1946,  In  the  previous  year 
571  cases  were  ‘notified. 

Among  the  admissions  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  there  v/as  an  undue 
preponderance  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever.  This  disease  lias  been 
comparatively  mild  and  has  caused  no  deaths  in  the  past  ten  years. 


Diphtheria  Imraunisa tion. 

471  children  v^ere  Immunised  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

147  of  these  v/ere  immunised  for  the  first  time  and  324  children  rcc(pivod 
refresher  doses  four-years  after  their  first  immunisation, 

54  Children  were  immunised  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  and  26 
by  general ■ practitioners , 

It  is  not  found  possible  to  present  a  statement  upon  the  state  of 
immunisation  of  the  child  population,  as  there  were  serious  om  issions 
in  the  records  kept  during  the  War,  Steps  have  been  taken  to  .trace 
aS'itany  of  the  children  whose  cards  are  missing,  and  in  the  meantime 
the  total  figures  are  given  of  immunisations  carried  out  during  the 
past  seven  years.

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria-  given  for-  the  years  1944  -  4G 
are  not  comparable  with  those  of  previous  years  as  they  are  corrected 
numbers.  Cases  admitted  to  hospital,  and  found  to  be  negative 
after  sv/abbing  and  -further  'obs'orva"tion,  were  deducted  in  accordance 
v/ith  Ministry  of  Health  Instructions.  It  is  nevertheless  a 
remarkable  fact  that  from  -a  child  -population  of  3,900  -only  throe 
notifications  of  diphtheria  were  received  in  1946  and  that  only 
12  cases  of  .diphtheria  wore  ..notified  in ■  the' -previous  two  years,  . 


Scabies  Treatment. 

The  tr'eatme'ht  centre  for  scabies  cases  at  Swallovmost  Isolation 
Hospital  dealt  with  2  cases  from  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District  in  1946, 

Patients  were  conveyed  to  the  Hospital  by  ambulance,  v/oro  given 
baths  in  the  discharge  block,  their  ciothlng  was  disinfected  by  steam 
and,  they  v/ere  given  benzyl  benzoate  applications. 

There  ha. s  been  a  striking  reduction  in  tho  number  of  scabies 
cases  in  the  last  tv/o  years,  and  there  is  every  hope  that  the  disease 
will  be  praetically  eliminated  with  'the  improvo'd  treatment  which  is 
now  aveilable.

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  Tuberculosis 
in  Kiveton  Park  Rural  District. 

Dispensary  Services .  ■  ,  . 

The  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  situated  at  162  Lordons  Hill, 
Dinnington.  Clinics  are  held  each  Tuesday  at  10  a.m.  and  are  attended 
by  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  H,  A,  Crowther,  and  tho 
Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  E.  J,  C.  Groves.  These  specialist 
officers  are  available  by  appointment  for  consultation  with  the 
General  Practitioners  in  the  District. 

Patients  requiring  X-ray  examination  are  referred.,  for  this  purpose 
to  the  Dispensary  at  Garnson  House,  Moorgate  Road,  Rotherham.

Ultra  violet-ray  treatment  is  provided  at  Rotherham  Hospital. 

Domiciliary  open-air  sleej^lng  .shelters  are  available  on  loan  to 
patients  if  sleeping  accommodation  v/ould  not  otherwise  be  satisfactory. 

Surgical  appliances  are  nov/  provided  free  of  cost,  v/ithout  reference 
to  family  means,  v/here  such  appliances  are  necessary  for  the  treatme'nt  of 
a  tuberculous  condition. 

A  grant  of  ex-^ra  nourishment  is  made  in  approved  cases  to  assist 
patients  to  acquire  a  higher  physical  resistance  to  tuberculosis.  The 
grant  consists  of  a  daily  supply  of '2  pints  of  milk,  which  is  the 
priority  allowance ''authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  Six  patients 
from  the  Rural  District  were  in  receipt  of  such  grants  at  the  close  of  tho 
year.  '  .

Financial  assistance  was  provided,  for  pa;cients  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  under,  t  hi--- .M  ip.  is  try  of  Health  scheme,  outlined  iii 
Memo,  266  /  T,  This  scheme  v/as  introduced  in  1943,  and  has  done  much 
to  alleviate  the  financl'^l  difficulties  which  might  otherv/ise  attend 
a  patient  obliged  to  give  up  virork  for  an  extended  period  of  treatment. 
Subject  to  confo’rming  to  the  ’prescribed  course  of  treatment,  the 
allowances  are  Issued  to  those  patien'ts"  who  have  to  cease  remunerative 
employment  and  who  may  reasonably  be  expected  to  recover  their  Y/orking

Standard  Maintenance  Allovrances  are  issued  without  reference  to 
family  income.

Copnty  Council  Ambulance  Service. 


A  sub-depot  of  the  County  Council  Ambulance  Service  v/as  opened 
at  28  Wales  Road,  Kiveton  Park  on  1st  July^  1945. 

The  sub-depot  is  on  a  24-hour  sorvice  with  one  driver  and  one 
ambulance, 

553  cases  were  conveyed  in  1946  to  the  Sheffield  and  Rotherham 
Hospitals,  Rav/marsh  Clinf.c  and  Listerdale  J/hternity  Home. 


National  Society  for  the  Prevention 

of  Cruelty  to  Children. 


Six  cases  of  neglect  virere  investigated.  There  v/as  one 
prosscution  in  which,  a  female  defendant  was  given  six  months  imprisonraent 
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Squatters  Camps, 

The  Army  Camp  on  Common  Roa-d^  ■•North  Anaton,  and  the 
huts  formerly  occupied  by  the  R,  At  F.  at  Plrbeck  were  taken  over 
by  squatters  during  the  year. 

Nine  huts- .-•were  occupied  at  Common  Lane  by  forty-six 
persons,  including  twenty- two  children  under  14'  years  of  ago. 

Three  huts  were  occupied  by  five  families  at  Pirbeck  with 
nineteen  persons  including  eight  children  under  14  yoars  of  age. 

The  huts  v/ere  quite  unsuitable  for  ho.bitation  by  families. 

The  living  conditions  during  the  winter  months  were  extremely 
bad.  The  huts  generally  were  damp  and  cold. 

They  were  usually  without  a  fixed  water  supply,  v/ith  an 
insufficient  number  of  water  closets,  ina.dequate  cooking  and  washing 
facilities,  and  with  inadequate  S'  paration  of  the  sexes. 

When  the  first  acute  housing  shortage  is  overcome  these 
families  should  he  moved  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Summary .  .  .  . 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  public  health  in  Kiveton ' 

Park  has  improved  during  1946.  The  vital  statistics  support 
this  view.  There  has  been  no  influenza^  epidemics  such  asv 
follov/ed  the  last  War.  Tuberculosis  and  tho  Infectious  ■ 
diseases  have  shown  a  steady  decline.  Tho  detailed  examinations 
of  hundreds  of  children  in .  the  sGhobls.;.sho¥7.  unmistakable 
improvement. 

Diet  is  monotonous  and  restricted,  in  fats  and' 
proteins,  but  tho  rationing  system  has  ensured  an  even  distribution 
of  food,  and  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  find  the  pale,  waxy, 
ill-fed  children  in  the  schools  who  v»rore  so  frequently  present 
ten  years  ago. 

Adults  are  not  so  sensitive  to  ill-balanced  diets,  and 
Informa.tlon  regarding  them  is  not  so  reliable  but,  again,  there 
is  no  doubt  tha.t  there  has  been  a  great  reduction  in  tho  badly-fed 
sections  of  the  community  who  were  dependent  upon  unemployment 
benefit  and  public  assistance  allowances  before  tho  War. 
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Popular  opinion  is  unduly  pessimistic  at  the  present 
time  about  the  effect  of  food,  housing,  fuel  and  clothing  shortages, 
A  comparison  hetv/een  this  Annual  Report  and  those  of 
previous  years  would  do  much  to  correct  this  view.
